York, n ot lon g ago fin ished his 50th year of service as an 
educator; an d, as men will on such occasion s, he looked 
backward over his life, smiled toleran tly an d remarked, 
MThere is n othin g n ew un der the sun .” 
Fifty years of watchin g youn g people give a man a 
philosophy all his own . 
Dr. Kieran , con siderin g the ways 
vi youth, poin ted out: 
“When I was in college, when you were in college, we 
thought we were the most importan t people in the world, 
an d the world just couldn ’t get alon g without us. 
“For a few years that con tin ues. 
Then we get quieter, 
more con servative, an d look down on these youn gsters an d 
•ay, very wisely, ‘You’ll get over it.’ An d they do." 
No on e who ever stopped to look back over his youth 
will dispute that statemen t, surely; an d somehow, when 
you stop to thin k about it, that is on e of the most melan ­ 
choly thin gs about life. Youth does “get over it,” always. 
There is n o en thusiasm in the world quite like the en ­ 
thusiasm of youth. 
There is n o ardor like youth’s ardor, 
there is n o idealism like the idealism of youth. 
These are forces which sometimes seem to have the 
power to remake the face of the world— if they could on ly 
be preserved an d guided in to the right chan n els. 
Noth­ 
in g could stan d before them. 
They are coupled, often 
tn ough, with the faith that can move moun tain s. 
But it happen s that, as Dr. Kieran says, youth gets over 
it.

It comes forth radian t, with those thin gs in its han ds, an d 
fin ds them a drug on the market. 
An d so, by an d by, 
youth gets over it, learn s how to focus its eyes on the 
main chan ce, an d grows up. 
There is a very real loss there. It is good for youn g peo­ 
ple to feel that they are the most importan t people in the 
world. For—we might as well admit it—they reallv are.
